Kevin Lafond has made available photostats of sheets of Mew Hampshire banknotes 
that he purchased at auction recently. A set of these sheets was sold in a Christie 
auction some years ago^ description of these notes was given in th£ Spring ^1988 
issue of the Nonagon # with theexception of the sheet containing $Sand a not *C 

of the Mew hampshire ^ank. The §5 note from this sheet is shown inside the front 
cover d.f this issue. The other three notes shown are from a sheet which ^contained 
two §1.00 notes. The only difference noted on the note removed) from the $1* shown 
is that the A at bottom center on the note removed is of the style of the D on the §5 
note. This bank chartered in 1TO2, the first in Mew Hampshire, was closed in 1842. 
This series of notes were probably used around the middle of the bank's existanoe. 
Other notes will be showj\in later issues of Honagon. 

The -Portsmouth Bank was chartered in 1803 and closed in 1843. The notes below are 
from a sheet whioh- included another $5 at the top like the one shown.
